Some cynical persons have remarked 


that the Golden Rule has no place in 
business. They have taken the posi- 
tion that instead of doing unto others 
as you would have them do uuto you, 
the only safe and sane plan is to do 
others before they have a chance to 
do you. 


Fortunately for business and for the 


world at large, however, these persons 
are few and far between. The great 
majority of people are honest. 


It has been proven repeatedly that 


oven in business it pays to practice the 
Golden Rule, just as it has been pro\- 
on repeatedly that "honesty is the best 
policy." It not only makes a man feel 
better down in his heart when he em- 
ploys the principle of the Golden Rule, 
:)ut he finds that it is good business. 
This applies not only to the man who 
stands behind the counter and gives a 
full pound of sugar to the man who 
asks for a pound, but also to the man 
who stands on the other side of tin- 
counter and pays his money for the 
pound of sugar. 


Does Consumer Do His Part? 


The consumer expects the merchant 


to be honest and square and give him 
his money's worth for every penny that 
he spends with him, but how often 
does the consumer stop and ask him- 
self the question, "Am I being as fair 
and honest with the merchant as he is 
being with me?" 
The consumer not 


only expects the merchant to give him 
honest weight and full measure at the 
lowest possible price, but he expects a 
world of other things at the same 
time. Nine times out of ten he expects 
the merchant to give him credit, and 
nine times out of ten the merchant 
does it. 
Many times he expects the 


merchant to "carry" him for three or 
four months before he pays for what 
he buys, and as many times the mer- 
chant does It. He expects the mer- 
chant to pay for advertising space In 
the church program which he Is get- 
ting up, and the merchant does It. He 


fund for the benefit or tiic town oanu, 
and the merchant does it. 


lie expects the merchant to provide 


the bonus which is to be paid to ob- 
tain a new factory which will benefit 
the working man, the clerk and every- 
body else in the town, and the mer- 
chant does it. He expects the mer- 
chant to "come across" with a dona- 
tion to help the poor family which 
otherwise would become a charge upon 
the common funds of the community, 
and the merchant does. 


Another Side to Picture. 


Now, 
look on the other side of the 


picture. Mr. Consumer decides that 
he needs a new suit of clothes, or 
Mrs. Consumer decides that she wants 
a new kitchen range, or some of ttte 
little Consumers express a desire for 
a train of cars or a bobsled. Mr. Con- 
sumer picks up the big mail-order 
catalogue which the mail-order house 
has printed with his money or that of 
others like him, and he looks it over 
until he finds a picture that strikes his 
eye. It's a picture of a "nifty" looking 
suit of clothes. Of course, he can't 
feel the picture to see whether the 
cloth is as good as it looks; he can't 
look the mail-order man in the eye and 
ask him whether ho will guarantee it 
to wear for at least a mouth or six 
weeks; he can't tell the mail-order man 
thnt he will drop in the first of the 
month and settle for it; he can't tell 
the mail-order man that he would like i 
to have a little of his business or a 
chance to do a little carpenter work 
or painting or plumbing work for him, 
as long as he is buying his goods from 
him, for the mail-order man hasn't any 
business or any work to give him. But 
the picture is a pretty one, so Mr. Con- 
sumer digs out his hard-earned cash, 
goes down to the postoffice, buys a

The 
fourth -tablet marks the law ollice 
which Lincoln occupied the last seven- 
teen years he was in Springfield.

Lincoln's Law Office. 


The first three mentioned I will not 


further refer to here, as they were 
fully described in my "Personal lU'col- 
lections of Abraham Lincoln.'' 


Of the Lincoln law ollice some more 


intimate recognition of the part it bad 
in Lincoln's life deserves mention at 
this time. This oth< e was the tenter 
of Lincoln's legal, political and literarv 
activities in Springlield. Volumes might 
have been written ol w h a t took place 
here, had theie been such a compe- 
tent, gossiping siribe as Itoswell al 
w a\ s present to take notes ol w h a t 
transpired.

It was mv privilege, for several of 


those later vears. to share in that of- 
tico Us routine as a student, and to 
enjoy the personality and instruction 
of this most remarkable man ot his 
century. 


The end of his presence at the law 


othce came the evening of February 10, 
18(51. I recall seeing Abraham Lincoln 
passing that night 
for the hist time,

under the Roman emperor, Claudius, 
or else under Aurelian in 27L 


Like many another semi-Christian 


custom, the daj set apart to the mein- 
or.\ ol St. Valentine in the Christian 
calendar is an old pagan festual upon 
\\lncli our ancestors niilie\cd that the 
birds chose their mates for the coming 
year. 
This, at least, is the commonly 


i etched \ersion of our modern custom 
ot "choosing a valentine'' on the 14th 
of Fehruaiy and of sending a billet- 
doux or a lanej \alentine through the 
mail to some fa\ored one. 


In old Home, the 15th of February 


was the festual of Juno Februata 
(Juno the fructifyer), and the Roman 
church substituted St. Valentine for 
the heathen goddess 
At that festival, 


called 
"Lupercalia," 
it 
was 
there 


customarj, among other 
ceremonies, 


to put the names of young women into 
a box, from which thej were drawn 
by the men as chance directed. 


The Christian clergy, finding it dif- 


ficult or impossible to extirpate the 
pagan practice, and 
in 
accordance 


with their general principle to eradi- 
cate the \estiges of pagan superstition 
by retaining the ceremonies but modi- 
fying their significance, ga\e it a re- 
ligious aspect 
by 
substituting 
the 


names of particular saints for those 
of women. 
The saints whose names 


were drawn were proposed for imita- 
tion to the persons who received the 
slips of paper whereon they were 
written, and in many religious houses, 
where this custom still pre\ails, each 
member of the community preserves 
his billet during the year, as an incite- 
ment to imitate the virtues and in- 
voke the special intercession of his 
holy valentine. 


This inmnation, however, namely, 


the substitution of the names of saints 
for the names of lo\ers, could not 
please the 
young 
people 
forever. 


Though the clergj repeatedly forbade 
the custom of valentines and ordered 
the use of cards with saints' names, 
(he old pagan custom could not be 
abolished. The bo\s and girls tri- 
umphed over the saints, and in the 
rnd the girls triumphed over the boys, 
wresting from them their exclusive 
privilege of choosing mates. 


The old custom of drawing names is 


to this day observed in many parts of 
England and Scotland in the following 
manner: 
A number of clips of paper 


with the names of an equal number 
of men and women are shuffled and 
drawn, so each young man has a val- 
entine in the 
person 
of a young 


maiden, and ea<h maiden draws a 
young man whom she calls hers. The 
•valentines eive each other gifts, and 
often this little sport ends in love and 
marriage.

It has been proven repeatedly that 
even In business it pays to practice the 
Golden Rule, just as it has been prov- 
en repeatedly that "honesty Is the best 
policy." It not only makes a man feel 
better down In his heart when he em- 
ploys the principle of the Golden Rule, 
but he finds that It is good business. 
This applies not only to the man who 
stands behind the counter and gives a'' 
full pound of sugar to the man who 
asks for a pound, but also to the man 
who stands on the other side of thr 
counter and pays his money for the 
pound of sugar. 


Does Consumer Do His Part? 


The consumer expects the merchant 
to be honest and square and give him 
his money's worth for every penny that 
he spends with him, but how often 
does the consumer stop and ask him- 
self the question, "Am I being as fair 
and honest with the merchant as he is 
being with me?" 
The consumer not 
only expects the merchant to give him 
honest weight and full measure at the 
lowest possible price, but he expects a 
world of other things at the 
same 
time. Klne times out of ten he expects 
the merchant to give him credit, and 
nine times out of ten the merchant 
does it. 
Many times he expects the 
merchant to "carry" him for three or 
four months before he pays for what 
he buys, and as many times the mer- 
chant does it. 
He expects the mer- 
chant to pay for advertising space in 
the church program which he Is get- 
ting up, and the merchant does it. 
He 
expects the merchant 
to "kick 
In' 
most liberally when he is raising a 


fund for the lienonr or tno town oanu, 
' and the merchant does it- 


He expects the merchant to provide 
the bonus which is to be paid to ob- 
tain a new factory which will benefit 
the working man, the clerk and every- 
body else in the town, and the mer- 
chant does it. 
He expects the mer- 
chant to "come across" with a dona- 
tion to help the poor family which 
otherwise would become a charge tipop 
the common funds of the community, 
and the merchant does. 


Another Side to Picture. 


Now, look on the other side of the 
picture. 
Mr. Consumer decides that 
he needs a new suit of clothes, or 
Mrs. Consumer decides that she wants 
a new kitchen range, or some of the 
little Consumers express a desire for 
a train of cars or a bobsled. Mr. Con- 
sumer picks up the big 
mail-order 
catalogue which the mall-order house 
has printed with his money or that of 
Others like him, and he looks it over 
until he Ihids a picture that strikes his 
eye, Il\s a picture of a "nifty" looking 
suit of clothes. 
Of course, he can't 
feel the picture to see whether the 
cloth is as good as it looks; he can't 
look the mail-order man In the eye and 
ask him whether he will guarantee it 
to wear for at least a month or six 
weeks; he can't tell the mail-order man 
that he will drop in the first of the 
month and settle for it; he can't tell 
the mail-order man that he would like 
to have a little of Ills business or a

The 
officers also found four large whiskey 
barrels of mash, anade of prunes and 
peaches, and four other barrels of the 
same size and capacity, but empty. 


Four jugs contalniPf; lij^tílIed liquor 
and brandy, about ten palloiis; eijiht 
empty whiskey bottles, a tester, a bot- 
tle of sugar coloring,

uring liquor were found. 


The stuff was all seized, placed on 
a 
truck 
and 
taken 
by 
Sergeant 
Worcester and Kain 
to Gettysburg,

The first three mentioned I will not

Of tlie Lincoln law oilice some more 
intimate recognition of the part It Imd 
In Lincoln's life deserves mention at 
this time. 
This oillce was the center 
of Lincoln's legal, political and literary 
activities in SiU'liiglleld. Volumes might 
liave beiMi written of what look place 
here, liad there been such a C(unj)e 
lent, gossiping scribe as Hoswell al 
ways present to take notes, of what 
transpired.

Un- 
able Entirely to 
Eradicate. 


St. A'aleniine'K day is the l^th of 
February, and singularly ominous to 
lovers. 
St. Valentine is said to have 
been,a bishop who suffered martyrdom 
under the Roman emperor, Claudius, 
* or else under Aurelian in 1Í71. 


Like many 
another 
semi-f-hristian 
custom, the day set apart to the mem- 
ory of St. Valentine in llie Christian 
calendar is an old pagan festival upon 
which (nir ancestors hi;Iieved that the 
birds chose their males for the coming 
year. 
This, at least, is the commonly 
received version of our modern custom 
of ^'choosing a valentine" on the 14th 
of February and of sending a billet- 
doux or a fancy valentine through the 
maii to some favored one. 


In old Home, the 15th of February 
was 
the festival of Juno 
Februata 
(Juno the fructifyer), and the Roman 
church substituted 
St. Valentine for 
the heathen goddess. 
At that festival, 
called 
"Lupercalia," 
it 
was 
there 
customary, 
among other 
ceremonies, 
to put the names of young women into 
a box, from w*hich they were drawn 
by the men as chance directed. 


The Christian clergy, finding it dif- 
ficult 
or impossible to extirpate 
the 
pagan 
practice, 
and 
in 
accordance 
with their general principle to eradi- 
cate the vestiges of pagan superstition 
by retaining the ceremonies but modi- 
fying their significance, gave it a re- 
ligious 
aspect 
by 
substituting 
the 
names of paiticular saints for tliose 
of women. 
The saints whose names 
were drawn wun-e proposed for imita- 
tion to tlie persons who received the 
slips 
of 
paper 
whereon 
they 
were 
written, and in many religious houses, 
where this custom still prevails, each 
member of the community 
preserves 
his billet during the year, as an incite- 
ment to imitate the virtues and in- 
voke the special intercession of 
his 
holy valentine. 


This innovation, 
however, 
namely, 
the substitution of the names of saints 
for the names of lovers, could 
not 
please 
the 
young 
people 
forever. 
Though the clergy repeatedly forbade 
the custom of valentines and ordered 
the use of cards wMth saints* names, 
the old pagan custom could not be 
( abolished. 
The 
boys 
and 
girls 
tri- 
umphed over the saints, and in the 
end the girls triumphed over the boys, 
wresting from them 
their 
exclusive 
privilege of choosing mates. 


The old custom of drawing names is 
to this day obtu^rved in many parts of 
England and Scotland in the following 
manner: 
A nunibei" of clips of paper 
with the names of an equal number 
of men and women are shuffled and 
drawn, so each young man has a val- 
entine 
in 
the 
person 
of 
a 
young 
maiden, 
and 
each 
maiden 
draws 
a 
young man wliom slie calls hers. 
The 
valentines give eacJi other gifts, and 
often this little sport ends in love and 
marriage.
